SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Motel Sex is classified as: 
Objectionable. 
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The DVD consists of a feature, trailers and a number of still images. All of these 
components explicitly depict sexual activity. The publication has been given an 
objectionable classification in view of the degree to which, and the manner in which, 
the publication depicts sexual conduct of a highly degrading, demeaning and 
dehumanising nature. The publication itself also degrades, demeans and 
dehumanises the participants to a high degree. The strongest degrading, demeaning 
and dehumanising elements occur in five particular trailers. The trailers present 
scenarios where women are either offered for sex to patrons of a sex shop, or where 
men treat women in a manner that is openly contemptuous and aggressive. The 
cumulative effect of these trailers is highly degrading and dehumanising to the women 
involved, and to women in general. 

Normally excisions would be offered to remove the degrading, demeaning and 
dehumanising elements discussed above. However, the DVD format of the publication 
prevents the Classification Office from doing so in this instance. If excisions were able 
to be offered, they would be to remove five of the trailers, so that the remaining 
material could be classified as restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
taken into account in determining the classification for Motel Sex. However, by virtue 
of the way in which the publication deals with matters of sex, particularly its strong 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements, the publication is regarded as 
objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to freedom 
of expression as set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. However, in relation to this 
publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law 
that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society.
